4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Whiting 
(3,1 78,762) in view of FR 2677398 A3. 

"762 disclosed a doorstop as claimed but for a magnet. FR teaches a dooretop 
comprising a magnet for attachment to a metal component of the door. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to modify the doorstop of Whiting with a magnet as taught by FR to attach 
the doorstop to the hinge without having to use other fastener and hand tools.
